The Present a Bad ‘Time to
Start for the Clondyke.

EIGHT WEARY MONTHS OF IDLENESS

Now York Mining Authorities Advise
latending Goldseekers to be in
Neo Hurry.

New Yorx, July 28.—The World says:

The Clondyke tever has not abated a
particle. The offices of the railroad com-
panies and ticket agercies are vizited by
adventurous spirits eager to seek their
fortune in the Alaskan gold fields. From
information obtained by World report-
ars, those eeriously considering making
the trip will do well to postpone their
departure for some time. Under Lhe
most favorable circomstances the work-
ing days in the Yukon gold fields cannot
exceed 100 in the year. For the other
285 days the earth Is covered with snow,
the ground is frozen, and the rivers
closed with ice. Anybody starting from
New York at tl.is season wounld reach the
Yukon river just about the beginning of
the long Aluskan winter, apd it would
be far more comfortable for him to re-
main io the states and go to the new El-
dorado at & more seasonable time.

Frederick Hobart, editor of the En-
gineering and Mining Journal, said:

“It wonld be extremely foolish forany
one to start from New York for the Clon-
dyke at this season, because they can-
not get there 1n time to do anything this
year. It is difficalt, too, to get trans-
portation. The Alasksn lines are not
prepared (o carry many passengers. It
is easy enough to engage sleamers und
get to the coast, but the difficnlty is to
get from the coast inland. Much of the
last portion of the journey must be made
on foot, If you go by the Juneau route
it is necesssry to walk over the moun-
tains and then Luild & boat. The Yukon
river is ounly navigable duoring three
months of the year. It would be well
for those who do not know the country
to learn more about 1t before starting for
the gold fields.”

L. Allen, associate editor of the En-
gineering Magazine, said :

“Naturally I have given a good deal of
sttention lo reports from the new gold
flelds. I have mo doubt there is lots of
gold there, I koow of very few men
who are preparing to leave this city for
the gold fields. It would be folly for
them to do 8o at this time, anyway, as it
12 too late to accomplish anything this
vear.”

Up to date 84 applications for trans-
poriation huve beex made at the ticket
agencies here. A large majority of the
applicants do _mot propose starting for
several montMs. A man who has just
retorned from -A'wska, where he has
been for two vears, said to 8 World re-
porter: 4

“No one but & foolish man will start
now fram New York for Clondyke. Apy
that do etart will reach the diggings to
find them covered with snow and be un-
able to do anything till May or June.
The talk aboat high wages reads well,
baot 1t should be remembered there is
little work to be done in the cold climate
of Alaska at any price.

““Those who go to the gold flelds will
need quite & little money and it will be
quite useless to go there without it.
There will be more of them earning less

than $5 & day than those who do. There!

is an abundance of fish and game in
Alaska, bat the gawe laws are very
stringent and are rigidly enforced. Itis
an awfually tough jonrney, accomplished
only after bardship and expense. Alas.
Ea is a hard place to get exercise, and it
will kill more men than it will make
rieh.”

Pence Is Now Assured.

NEw Yorg, July 23.—A dispateh to
the Herald from Constantinople says:

The irade which epelle peace has been
issmed at last. The ambassadors and
Tarkish representatives were yesterday
in friendly session severzl hours for the
purpose of carrsing out the work in-
trusted to them of settling on the best
‘means of carrying out the terms of peace
agreed to by the suitan.

Several sessions
will have to be held belore the workings
of all the details can be arranged.

Warships at Brookiyn FPreparing for
Sea Service.

New York, July 28.—Ordere have been
recaived at the Brooklyn navy-yard to
have all the vessels that ars undergoing
repairs there ready for sea doty by the
end of the week. The vessels are to join
the ships of the North Atiantic eguadron
and the work of making the necessary

repairs to them 18 being hurried.

The only ship now at the navy-yard
that will oot join the squadron is the
Indinns. Bheis in bad condition and
her hall below the water line 15 very
foul. There is no dry-dock st present
available in which to put the vessel for
needed repairs. It is saud the British
government will be asked to allow the
navy department the use of the dock at
Halifax, as it is the onlv one in which
the Indiana can be floated. This will be
the first time the government has been
compelled to ask s foreign government
for the use of & dry-dock in which to
place one of 1ts ehips tor repaira,

The new dry-dock, which wasdamaged
gome trme ago, and which is now under-
going repairs, will not be ready for nse
for about smx monthe.

HEAVY DAMAGE WAS CREATED

Effectsa of tha Storm of
Youngstown, Ohilo.

Youscsrowx, 0., July 23,—The storm
which strock this eity and vicinity at 7
o’clock 1sst night was very disastrous.
Cartheny Mayer was struck by light-
ning and instantly killed.

The Mahonoug river rose two feet in
an houor and washed away several
bridges. Crab creek, an insignificant
stream, rose 15 feet in an incredibly
short epace of time, doing great damage
in the lower portions of theeity. Houses
were washed away from their founda-
tiona and men, women and children
were rescued from second-story windowse,
a bathtub being used in lieu of & better
craft. Squaw creek Park, near the city,
was practically wiped ont of existence.

Trains are beginniog to move after 12
hours' delay.

The estimated loss to this city alone
approaches $100,000. The storm was
local, in “\many respects resembling =
cloudburst, the people being given little
warning.

Great loss of life was narrowly averted
at Spring Common foot bridge. Men,
women and children insisted on remain-
ing to watch the angry waters below in
gpite of the fect thrt the structure was
unsafe, Finally two policemen with
drawn cluba cleared the bridge, and a
few seconds later the bridge was awept
away.

Reports from the rural districts show
that the farmers suffered greatly. In
Trambell county 15 barne were atruck
by lightning and borned. Crops were
destroyed and buildings generally dam-
aged, but no loss of life is yet reported.

NO MORE GRAPEVINE,

Dawson Clty News to Come Out Over
a Telegraph Line.

Baxs Fraxcisco, July 24.—Every day
new schemes are being proposed for
financial investments in the land of yel-
low metal, and basiness men are confer-
ring and congidering many plana for the
profitable investment of money in the
northern regions. Oune of the latest en-
terprices formulated 18 that of the Alas-
ke Telegraph and Telephone Company,
which proposes to incorporate shortly
for the purpoee of constructing a tem-
porary telegraph line from Junean to
Dawson city. The capital stoek to be
enbscribed ie $50,000, and the company
is to be incorporated under the laws of
Californis. 'At the head of the enter-
prige are J. W. Wright, 8 local real
estate dealer; C. W. Wright, of Lark-
spor,and D, E. Bobannon. The last
named is constroctor of the company.

Mr. Bohannon expiained the details
of the construction of the new wire.

“Oar method is very simple,"” he said.
“The line is to be constrocted on the
same plans as the ordinary military line
nsed by armies for war porposes, We
have a wire a quarter oif an ipch thick
and covered with a Kertie insulation,
which has proved thoroughly able to
sland the rigorous climatic conditions
prevailing in Alaska. The wireis wound
up on large reels, the same as ordinary
telegragh wire, and these reels are to be
dragged over the snow and ice on dog
sleds. As we go along, the reels will
simply pay out the loose wire and run it
along the groond and thus our line will
be through 1n something like six weeks,
the same consumed io the ordinary
tramp over the country.”’

Bobhannon expects to leave for Junean
in the vear futore, and will commence
operations immediately on his arrival
there,

& CLONDYKE IN PERU

Fabulous Richness of Pernyv-
ian Gold Fields.

THE MINES OF THE INCAS FOUND

Ope Man Takes Out 279 Founds of Gold
During the Month of June—Others
Do As Wall.

Bix Franoisco, July 24 —Reecent ad-
vices from Peru, which have been con-
firmed by C. de Miranda, s petrolenm
magnate now in this city, state that the
wonderfully rich strikes reported from
the Clondyke region have been totally
eclipeed by fabulous discoveries of gold
in the RBouth Amerienn republic. In an
interview today Mr. Miranda eaid there
no longer seemed to be any doubt that
the famons Inca gold fields, which have
been considerad us myths among the in-
telligent people of Pern, have at last
been discovered. The location of the
newly discovered bonanzs is in thLe de-
partmenge of Sazco and Puona, in the
eastern border of the country, which
have long been famous for their richness
in precions metals. Among the success-
ful prospecsors in the new fields iz a
Californian named Hardison, who left
San Francieco two years ago in search of
petrolenm and penetrated into the in-
terior, In June last he took out of one
of his many claime 279 pounds of gold,
and many Enpglishmen are reporied to
have baen equally lucky.

THE QUEEN'S CROWD.

Rilch Excursionlats and FPoor Miners
) Mingle on the Decks,

Port Townssexn, Wash., July 24.—It
was a much-mixed crowd which thronged
the decks of the steamer Queen whenshe
sailed at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon
for Alaska. Leaning over the rail be-
tween Philadelphis bankers and Boston
schoolmarms of the “tooch-me-not’’ var-
iety, was a hardy mner, wearing over-
alls, woolen blouse and sombrero, and
destined to the rich fielde of the Clon-
dyke. Of the 420 paesengers on the
steamer 210 were booked for Dyea, from
whence they will take up the line of
march to the mines. The remainderare
principally members of the Raymond-
Whitcomb éxeursion and are from the
East. Beveral prospective miners ar-
rived this morning on the steamer Wal-
la Walla from San Francisco and took
paesage on the Queen.

The fact that the Canadian govern-
ment bas sent customs officers to levy
tribute on goode taken to the Clondyke
ia cansing moch worry to many who in-
vested their last dollar in tickets and
provigions. Jn sn average, an outft
costs from §200 to $250. Customs will
be from $60 to $75.

The British vice:consnl of this place
gives it as his opinion that where the
miner is only supplied for personal nse
and not for egale, no daty will be charged.
He thinks duty will only be collected on
goods taken in for speculative purposes.

SHERMAN TALKS,

BECRETARY

Discusises the Canadian Alies Law and E
the Behring Sea Matter. |

New Yorx, July 24.—Secretary of
State John Sherman is at the Fifth Av-
enne hotel. He will leave at once for
Amagansett, Long Island, where he will
rest for several weeks. The secretary
was seked what he thought of the report
that the Canadian government proposed
to enforce the alien law against Ameri-
cane flocking to the Clondyke.

*I do not know,” said the secratary.
“We have an alien law of onr own. We
have never enforced it against goldmin-
ers. Canpadian citizens have been free
to mine for guld in the Unitad States on
the same terms as oor citizens, There
has never been any friction over the mat-
ter, and I do not anticipate any serions
trouble with our Canadian neighbors on
that score,

*“Where a man has taken vwp a land
claim for the purpose of residence and
cultivation we have always insisted that
he be a citizen. The same has been
done under the Canadian government.
Where a man has simply prospected for
gold with the intention of digging in the
ground a little way and taking whbat he
eoald find, he has never been interfered
with on our side of the border. 1 do not
think the Canadion government will
change that course of procedure. If they
do it may lead to fully as muoch embar-
rasement to them as to our miners.

“From the meagre reporte already re-
ceived it looks as if there might be as
much gold on our side of the Alaskan
line s on theirs.”

Asked about thz Behring sea incident
he lnughed and eaid :

“The letters pablished in the Englieh

papers, togelher with their headlines,

are being too readily recieved as the een-
timent of the nation. The English gov-
ernment has made no response 1o the
letter received by Minister Hay in re-
gard to the Behring sea matter, and its
foreign office has said nothing of a bel-
ligerent nature, Eongland has fully as
much, if not more, at stake in the sesl
trade as we have.
of the fur trade of the world, nct only in
the boying and selling of fors, but in
their dressing and preparation for the
market, Theso matters will befairly ad-
josted and that without trouble. Amer-
ics has contended and believes she is
right in ber contention that something
must be done and done at once or the
seal race will soon be extinet in Alaskan
waters.”

BReported That They Will Follow the
Lead and Strike.

Lrrrie Rock, Ark., July 24.—The Ga-
zette today prints the following:

““Everything indicates that Western
miners will go out in sympathy with
their Eastern brethren. Thewr local
meetings, their eonference held o few
days ago at Pitteborg, Kan., snd the
presence of a number of Eastern delega-
tione on the ground are sufficient proot
that the step is contemplated, and that
it may occur August 1. The action of
the Western railroads algo shows that
they are expecting it. They are storing
all the coal they ¢an get. Should such
a step be taken, it will seriously inter-
fere with the bosiness of the country,
and especially with the marketing of
principal prodocts of the West now
ready for market—wheat and eattle.
It may be averted, but it does not seem
pogsible, nnless the demands of the
Western minere are enmplied with.”

Hanaans Will Not Strike.

Pirrssvre, Kan., July 24 —Kapsas
coalminers in convention here today by
a decided majority decided not to strike
in eympathy with their Eastern breth-
ren.

FREIGHT AT DYEA

Tons of Supplies Wait Trans-
portation to the Clondyke.

INDIANS UNABLE TO HANDLE IT

.

An Alaska-Bound Veisel Wrecked In
Northern Waters—Other
Alnska News.

Porr Towssexp, Wash., Jaiy 26—
The steamer Oity of Topeks arrived Jast
night from Alaska. Bhe brings news
that the Clondyke fever ison the in-
crease at Junedu. Nearly every able-
bodied maa there has gone or is prepar-
ing to go to the rich fields.

Aathentic reports direct from Dyea
are that there is now as much fraight
piled up mt the head of the inlet as
the Indians can pack over the divide
in the next 18 months. This amount
of freight will be more than doubled
when the steamera Queen and Meéxico
now en route, arrive. Thie condition of
affairs practically precludes all posai-
bility of hondreds of the rushers reach-
ing the mining region this year,

-Frank F. Meyer, the Juneau pioneer
newspaper man, will leave there in two
weeks for Dsweson City, by a different
route than by Dyea and over the divide,
He will go by the route followed by
Lientenant Schwaltka, who conducted an
exploriug party into the Yakon valley
in 1880, This roote starte from Taku
inlet, 30 miles south of Junesu, From
Takao to Lake Telsin the distance is 130
miles. over level prairies, and the
country from Lake Telsin ie open valley
through to the Yukon river by way of
the Hootingua river. With the gid of
pack horses the Tako roota ie by far the
most preferable. It 1s probable that &
stage line will soon be operated on this
route. Parties who have been over both
rontes say the walk of 130 miles over
level country i&s more easily accom-
plished than that of 15 miles over Chil-
eat sommit.

John G. Brady has taken the oath of
office and is now Alaska’s goveroor,

Charles Lind, a notorious character
known as /‘Ruesian Charley,” is no
longer & resident of Kitchikan, Alanska.
He was detected in the sactof laying s
dynamite bomb nnder the residence of
Rev. A. J. Campbell, who is angaged in
founding an Episcopal church at Ritch-
ikan. When captored Lind wonld have
been lynched but for the interceding of
Rev. Campbell, whom he tried to kill.
After the minister pleaded for two hours
for the villian’s life the miners turned
Lind loose with & warning to leave the
loecality within two houors, Lind bhas a
bard name in southern Alaska, where
he has served nnmeroos termy in jail
for violating the liguor laws.

SHIFWEECK IN NOETHERN WATER.
A Steamer Bouna for Alnska Sald to
Have Been Lost.

Port Townsesp, Wash,, July 26.—A
letter which eame down on the steamer
Topeka and was received here today by
British  Vice-Consul Clocker, being
vague information of a shipwreck soma
place in northern waters. The wrnter
suys provigions will be verv scarce in the
mining camps the coming winter, owing
to the loss of a steamer with a large
eargo of freight. No particalars or even
the name of the steamer wers given, and
much speculatione is indolged in here
as to the name of thasteamer. All
steamers ranning north from the Sound
can be traced up to a week ago, and as
the letter was written in Sitka six days
ago, the wrecked craft cannot belong to
to the Sound and Alaska fleet. The
ship referred to hss evidentls hailed
from San Francizco. The writer of the
Sitka letter is known o be a responsible
and truthfol man.

Apother private - letter from Junean
brings information that several peraons
who started from Juneao for Dawson
City by way of Dyea and Chilcat pass,
after resching Dyea gave up the trip and
raturned to Juneaun. FEither of the new
route by way of Taku will be taken or
the parties will not attempt to make the
trip until spring.
